The very best of 
intentions... 


he Tewksbury School system is dealing with an overcrowd- 
ing issue on its hands, no doubt about it. There has been 
no secret about that for at least the last three years. 

More than 90 classrooms in Tewksbury Memorial High School 
contain more than 30 students at a time. Some of those are 
classrooms are approaching 40 students. To add fuel to the 
300 freshmen students are expected to enter the facility in 
September, while only 256 seniors will be exiting. 

At the elementary school level, where teacher-to-student 
ratios are arguably even more important, the average class 
size stands at more than 25 students. The Long-Range School 
Space Planning Committee is projecting an influx of 350 ele- 
mentary-aged students over the next ten years. 

There is a group in town aiming to make a change. The 
Friends of the Tewksbury Public Schools is seeking to improve 
upon Tewksbury's student-to-teacher ratio. Through a peti- 
lion-drive known as the “U-25” campaign, the Friends are look- 
ing to allocate more funds to the school system for the purpose 
of hiring of 20 additional teachers in order to bring class sizes 
back down under 25 students. 

Signatories of the U-25 petition pledge to attend Tewksbury's 
upcoming annual town meeting with the intent of voting for a 
school department budget of $32.6 million budget, as opposed 
to the proposed $31.5 million. 

Sounds like a great idea at first glance, but a mighty impor- 
tant question is left hanging in the air. 

Where's the money going to come from? 

When asked by the Town Crier, the Friends had not yet per- 
form an analysis of the town'’s proposed budget. Granted, they 
are not able to do so until it is released in March. They were 
satisfied that the money will be in there somewhere...and they 
are expecting the fiscal officers of the town to identify it 

With all due respect, that's dangerous thinking. 

The Town Crier, incidentally, applauds any group or individ- 
ual who sees a problem and works constructively toward a 
solution. But a viable plan, or even a potentially viable plan, 
should be drawn up prior to obtaining signatures for such a 
purpose. The fiscal officers of the town have gone over and 
over the various departmental budgets. Whether you happen 
to question their level of competency or not, one thing is cer- 
tain; there is no magic line item containing $1 million going 
nowhere. 

Yes, from a purely technical standpoint, the money is there - 
the question is what are you willing to do without in exchange” 

If the necessary money is hidden in the budget somewhere, 
the Town Crier urges the Friends of the Tewksbury Public 
Schools to identify it prior to issuing an arbitrary demand to 
hire 20 additional teachers. 

‘To the general public, the word “deficit” may have lost much 
of its meaning over the last 30 years or so. The federal gov- 
ernment spends into a trillion dollar deficit, so why can't 
Tewksbury just allocate more money. It's gotta be there some- 
where. The rules are different for municipalities. Deficits are 
not a possibility. A projected structural deficit means cutting 
services and laying off employees. 

I . Tewksbury relied on one-time monies from various 
sources to balance the budget. It appears that one-time funds 
from the now-defunct NESWC contract will provide a much- 
needed boost to this year's budget as well, but next year the 
NESWC well is bone dry. But salaries cannot be paid with 
money that won't be on the table next year. What good will it 
do to hire teachers, only to be forced to lay-off the following 
year? 

On it's face, the idea is a no-brainer. Who wouldn't want to 
see the crucial student-to-teacher ratio dramatically 
improved? It is akin to singing a petition demanding that all 
United States citizens receive full health care insurance. Great 
idea, but how will it be accomplished. 

The intent behind this editorial should not be misunderstood. 
We are rooting for the success of the Friends. But we feel that 
the cart may be coming before the horse at this point.

Tewksbury registered voters to 
endorse the passage of the 
Community Preservation Act 
(CPA) on the town ballot this 
spring.

Not enough trash generated by town to assemble “Mount Trashmore” 


Dear Editor: 
My name was mentioned 
along with those of Betty 
Bigwood (a retired Medical 
Doctor) and Suzanne Sullivan in 
an unsigned letter to the editor 
last week captioned "A modern- 
day witch-hunt." In my opinion 
this letter was written by some- 
one who is obviously not famil- 
iar with many of fhe facts and 
their hypocri 
no limits as they have written a 
letter which clearly establishes 
that they themse are guilty 
of a slanderous portrayal of the 
concerned citizens that they are 
complaining about 

To the author of the unsigned 
letter, your supposed righteous 
indignation is no more than uni- 
formed melodramatic drivel 
written in such a manner as to 
illustrate your supposed great 
intellect. "Soliloquies?" Whew, 
I had to look that one up in the 
dictionary! I'll bet that's a 
word used by most folks in nor 
mal conversation; ‘a dramatic 
monologue that gives the illu 
sion of being a series of unspo 
ken reflections.’ So are the 
readers of your letter to under: 
stand that since you couldn't 
effectively attack Ms. Sullivan's 
message, you decided to attack 
her public speaking style? It is 
true that a camera crew was 
given permission to film the 
Maple Meadow Landfill (MML 
from portions of Dr. Bigwood's 
property, However, it is my 
understanding that attorney 
Fogel, who represents Mass 
Environmental (MEA), was the 
person responsible for coining 
the name "Mount Trashmore." 
Get your facts correct! 

It isn't "magic" that a huge 
pile of trash did not result from 
Wilmington using a_ small 
approximately 6 or 7 acre por- 
tion of the Spinazola property 
as a town dump. It was some- 
thing called "physics."| There 
simply was not enough trash 
Be nerated by Wilmington to 
our own “Mount 

The household 
waste deposited by Wilmington 
into the old town dump filled an 
old sand and gravel pit 
Borings advanced through the 


level surface of the old town 
dump prior to the initiation of 
the supposed capping activity, 
reported the trash to be as 
much as 85 feet deep in places. 
The previous sand and gravel 
mining operation made exten- 
sive use of dewatering. After 
mining operations ended, so did 
the dewatering activity. The 
deeper portions of the sand and 
gravel pit filled with water and 
these water filled holes where 
subsequently filled with resi- 
dential trash, Much of the resi- 
dential trash is currently locat- 
ed below the water table. The 
stated purpose of constructing a 
landfill cap is to prevent rain 
water from percolating down 
through the trash, dissolving 
contamination and leaching 
that contamination out into the 
groundwater where it can nega- 
tively impact other downgradi- 
ent locations. Since much of the 
trash at the old town dump is 
already in the groundwater 
table, construction of a cap will 
not prevent leaching of contam- 
inants into the groundwater. 
During your trips to the dump 
in the 1960's did you notice the 
fires burning the consumables 
before being compacted in 
place along with other solid 
waste, which wouldn't burn, by 
that machine with the metal 
tracks called a bulldozer. After 
the bulldozer compacted the 
trash at the edge of the area 
where residents would unload 
trash from their vehicles, dirt 
was spread out to cover the 
compacted trash. The area of 
compacted trash eventually 
grew to cover an area of approx- 
imately 6 or 7 acres. Do you 
really believe that another 
machine later came back to dig 
up the compacted dirt covered 
trash to move it to other Ioca- 
tions at the property? Or rather 
could there have been other 
small areas of trash on the 
property, possibly consisting of 
Wilmington trash, possibly con- 
sisting of trash from another 
source or sources. These other 
small isolated areas of trash 
were identified prior to design- 
ing a cap and the entire empty 
distance between the 


Wilmington town dump and 
these small areas of isolated 
trash resulted in a 30 acre site 
and not a 6 or 7 acre site. 

You speak of many profession- 
al opinions about the capping 
design. Can you provide a copy 
of the Environmental Engineer 
designed landfill cap which was 
based on the actual cost to con- 
struct a well engineered cap or 
just a design plan which maxi- 
mized the volume of petroleum 
contaminated material that 
could be physically located at 
the property? The Wilmington 
landfill height by-law does not 
interfere with the construction 
of a well-engineered landfill 
cap, it frustrates the efforts to 
maximize the volume of conta- 
minated material that can be 
deposited at the MML under the 
guise of constructing a cap. To 
date, I am not aware of a final 
accounting of the revenues col- 
lected from the waste materials 
deposited to date. Do the pro- 
fessional opinions and reports 
you reference include the report 
prepared by Geolnsight? 

No, the contaminated ground- 
water from Olin does not flow 
beneath the MML on its way to 
the impacted town wells. It is 
true that plumes of contaminat- 
ed groundwater from both sites 
have apparently commingled 
downgradient from the MML 
Groundwater flow direction and 
the direction of the contaminate 
plume migrating away from the 
Olin site are not necessarily the 
same since much of the conta- 
mination from Olin is heavier 
than water and sinks to the 
bedrock surface. Much of the 
contamination ¢rom Olin has 
flowed along the bedrock sur- 
face by gravity, which is often a 
very different direction than 
groundwater flow. 

Yes it is true that Wilmington 
is located within an area where 
there are naturally occurring 
minerals such as arsenopyrite, 


which contains arsenic. As this 
mineral weathers or 
oxidizes/rusts arsenic is 


released from the iron. The 
recycling center may be located 
either cross gradient or poten- 
tially up gradient from a por-

CO Alarms to be required by law in Massachusetts 


effective March 31, 2006 

As of March 31, 2006, carbon monoxide 
alarms will be required in all residences 
with potential sources of carbon monoxide. 
The Board of Fire Prevention Regulation 
(BFPR) recently passed emergency regula- 
tions to implement the law known as 
“Nicole's Law” (527 CMR 31.00) 

Fire departments are currently required to 
inspect smoke alarms when homes are 
being sold and transferred. Starting March 
31, 2006 (or January 1, 2007 where hard- 
wired alarms are required) fire departments 
will now inspect all residences upon sale 
and transfer for carbon monoxide alarms. 
Make certain when you are purchasing an 
alarm that it is certified by an independent 
testing company. Not all alarms will bring 
your-home into compliance with these reg-

tion of the MML; however, cont- 
amination potentially at the 
recycling center property asso- 
ciated with such materials as 
decaying leaves is not in my 
opinion contributing arsenic 
contamination to the MML 
property. Decaying leaves may 
liberate a small volume of tan- 
nic acid but I have never read of 
any association between decay- 
ing organic materials and 
arsenic during my 18 years as 
an environmental professional. 
It is my understanding that the 
leaves decay into a useful mate- 
rial which can be used as a 
mulch or be mixed with sand to 
create topsoil and/or loam. The 
soil thus created is trucked off 
the site and used as topsoil for 
planting grass at other town 
properties such as the soccer 
field at the Shawsheen School. 
Some of this material is also 
made available to the residents 
of Wilmington for their own per- 
sonal use. The very name of the 
area you refer to as the 
"Recycling Center" should pro- 
vide you with a clue that these 
materials are reused 
Therefore I do not believe there 
to be any mysterious pile of 
material leaching arsenic into 
the groundwater as you have 
apparently sugge There 
was at one time some water 
treatment plant sludge tem 
porarily located at a portion of 
the recycling center property 
which contained arsenic but 
that was properly cleaned up. 

The Attorney Generals Office 
approved the landfill height by- 
law on it's own merits after 
review of the applicable laws. 
The citizens of Wilmington 
voted for the landfill height by- 
law indicating that they are not 
in favor of what has been going 
on at the MML. Massachusetts 
General Laws Chapter 40A 
Section 9 specifically allows 
towns to adopt bylaws to prohib- 
it the siting or expansion of 
solid waste facilities in areas of 
contribution to a public drink- 
ing water supply and the MML 
is located within a 
Massachusetts Department of 
Environmental Protection 
(DEP) approved Zone II. The 
other landfills you speak of are 
not located within areas of con- 
tribution to public drinking 
water supplies. In my opinion it 
is better to site any kind of a 
landfill at a location which is 
not in an area of contribution to 
a public drinking water supply. 

Iam an environmental profes- 
sional and please believe me 
when I tell you that what has 
occurred at the MML is not a 
closure and capping operation. 
It is a private landfilling opera- 
tion which provides no money to 
Wilmington but which may be 
found in 20 or 30 years from now 
to be negatively impacting our 
water resources in ways that 
are currently not known or even 
envisioned. Through improve- 
ments in technology we may 
one day discover that this sup- 
posed safe capping operation 
has resulted in some horrible 
exposure to some other contam- 
inant that was not on the radar 
screen today. The old town 
dump was legal when it was in 
operation; and so were the open 
lagoons at Olin! 

In my opinion, losing the cur- 
rent MML BATTLE WILL 
HAVE A DOMINO EFFECT 
resulting in the loss of the entire 
south Wilmington area to an 
expansion of the MML, 
approval of the New England 
Transrail project and other sim- 
ilar operations on adjacent 
industrial/commercial proper- 
ties which will continue to con- 
sume southern Wilmington and 
have a significant negative 
impact on all of Wilmington's 
residents! 

If I were one of the people for 
whom this letter was written in 
support of, I would not want to 
be associated with a cravenly 
person who could write such an 
offensive letter as to mention 
Nazi symbolism, which repre- 
sented the deaths of millions of 
people, in attempting to charac- 
terize the motivations of Dr. 
Bigwood but is unwilling to sign 
their name! I am embarrassed 
for this person. In my opinion, 
this person, and the people they 
profess to represent, should not 
only be ashamed of themselves 
but also owe Dr. Bigwood and 
the citizens of Wilmington an 
apology.

I receive a plethora of ques- 
tions daily about diet and my 
thoughts on the newest studies. 
All this consumer information 
can Cause a conundrum for even 
the best of eaters. It makes you 
begin to wonder...what can I eat 
now-a-days? 

Well, let's begin with the 
basics, Our bodies were intend- 
ed to eat what the earth gave us 

naturally. As omnivores, we 
were built to digest both untaint- 
ed meat and plant products. We 
were meant to drink mother's 
milk, water and natural juices. 

But our technology has enabled 
us to consume a cornucopia of 
foods and drinks. 
Advancements allow us to derive 
oil from a soybean, take the 
seeds out of fruit and chemically 
enhance just about any product 
out there and make it edible. 
Add with that a savvy marketing 
plan, and you have the latest and 
greatest advancement in what's 
new and healthy. 

Here are some examples. 

For many years we have been 
told to drink pasteurized cow's 
milk for its calcium and vitamin 
D benefits. Long ago, it was 
“necessary” to drink four glasses 
of milk a day to keep osteoporo- 
sis aw: recently it 
decreased to three. And now we 
are finding that \milk isn't all 
that it's cracked up to be. It 
increases the mucous secretions 
in the body, as well as fails to 
give us the absorbable calcium 
we once thought 

Hey, when was the last time 
you saw a nursing mother doping 
up on drugs before breastfeed- 
ing. That's what ail cows, except 
for organically raised ones, are 
doing before giving up the goods. 
In addition, due to the high levels 


of heat in the pasteurization 
proce much of the good 
enzymes of the milk are 


destroyed. So now what am | 
going to put in my seven grain 
cereal? 

In the last few years we have 
had the insurgence of soy, which 
loads a pack of protein without 
the dairy component. I even got 
myself to love the chocolate soy 
milk and tofu lasagna, But his: 
tory shows that it is derived from 
the plant that was originally not 
eaten, but used as an industrial 
product. There are scientists 
balking at the FDA's approval of 
unfermented soy that are mass 
marketed due to its ability to 
inhibit the uptake of minerals 
and act like estrogen in the body 

“As little as a5 to 8-ounce serv 
ing of soy milk a day has been 
proven to thyroid func- 
tion," say yy researcher and 
nutritionist Michael Fitzpatrick 

Now what? 

How about coffee? One day it's 
bad, the next day it fights cancer. 
Three cups a day are now good 
for you. But let's be straight 
about something. They didn't 
say three grandes, cream and 
sugar were included. A cup is 
eight ounces, not thirty-two. And 
. it's not coffee; 
there's just as much flavored 
concoctions as there are die-hard 
java nuts. Forget what is added 
to the coffee just to make it more 
palatable. I joke with my hus- 
band that he should have a little 
coffee with his cream and sugar. 
And he drinks French Vanilla. 

Decaffeination is another tech- 
nological advancement. In some 
cases, unnatural chemicals such 
as methylene chloride can be 
used to decaffeinate the beans 
But other ways include: ethyl 
acetate, a naturally occurring 
chemical found in fruit; carbon 
dioxide; or water. 

Don't forget this little tidbit. 
Coffee beans are mostly grown 
abroad, and sprayed often with 
pesticides and fertilizers, in 
pl where restrictions are not 
as stringent. So think about that 
before you dive into that java. 

Let's move to chocolate. You 
can never get me away from it. 
Chocolate, in its darkest form, is 
actually chock-full of goodies 
that can actually be, well, good 
for you. But it's the dark choco- 
late with upward of 70% cocoa 
concentration that generally has 
the most benefits. Our typical 
fascination for milk-chocolate 
doesn't make the cut 

Butter, we love butter. But our 
consumption of butter and high 
cholesterol levels over the years 
have caused the margarine 
industry to boom, marketing that 
it is a healthy alternative. Then 
the public learned-about hydro- 
genation and trans-fatty acides. 
Ndw, they're not even margarine 
but called “spreads” and tout no 
trans-fatty acids. But many have 
other additives and preserva- 
tives? You can't even cook with 
most of them. So.either way, def- 
initely use either of these condi- 


ments in moderation. 

Here's where we go wrong. We 
tend not to make healthy choic- 
es. But just as important, we are 
gluttons. 

If an advertisement tells use we 
need to cut our carbs to lose 
weight, we not only cut down, we 
cut out - completely. And we 
tend to cut out the important, 
complex carbohydrates that are 
important to a healthy diet 

A diet such as Atkin's, which 
promotes the initial cutting of 
carbohydrates, focuses on our 
indulgence of the simple, refined 
sugars. The intentions are noble. 
We do need to cut out the white 
bread and Ritz crackers. But 
instead, we bastardize the plan. 
I've seen girls who are supposed- 
ly on the Atkin's diet subsisting 
on burger king burgers, without 
the bread. I don't think this is 
what Dr. Atkins had in mind. 

We are an all or nothing soci- 
ety. This is why I'm deathly 
afraid of cloning. We can't just 
do things in moderation 

We need to control our gluttony. 
And corporate America just 
feeds our addictions. 

So what do you do? Here's 
some advice to keep you healthy 
in this bombardment of market- 
ing and chemically processed 
foods. 

1, Read your labels. What you 
may think of as good for you isn't 
always the case. Companies 
tend to push the envelope on fair 
marketing laws. So read ingredi- 
ents carefully; they are listed by 
their amounts. The first ingredi- 
ent listed is in the highest quan- 
tity, and so on. 

Did you know that the average 
peanut butter sandwich is laden 
with sugar, hydrogenated oils 
and salt? But right next to that 
brand you can find one that is 
all-natural. Or that most of the 
whole wheat breads in the mar- 
ket aisle have high fructose corn 
Syrup as one its main ingredi- 
ents. Why is this? One day I 
Spent twenty-five minutes just 
searching for a worthy wheat 
bread. But they are there. Even 
crackers have taken on a new 
meaning to my family. While my 
three year old still loves her 
fishies, those are only an occa 
sional snack whereas I turn to 
all-natural, cheddar cheese 
crackers. 

If you are trying this with your 
children remember to start 
early. I started my daughter on 
these natural products as an 
infant so she grows up with 
them. We're so used to our taint 
ed taste buds that it becomes 
more difficult for us as we get 
older, to turn to natural products. 
And I thought I would never be 
able to change. But I have. And 
if the pickiest eater in the world 
can do it - that's me - anyone 
can. 

Stay away from preservatives, 
high fructose corn syrup and 
chemical sweeteners, especially 
aspartame, which in sustained 
amounts, cause neurological 
deficits and some cancers in lab 
test 

Sucralose, one of the newer 
sweeteners on the market, may 
be better only because there are 
no studies that say otherwise. So 
I recommend using it with cau- 
tion, over time, as aspartame

sweetener. Splenda claims to be 
derived from sugar. and it is a 
chemically altered sugar in 
which a hydrogen atom is 
replaced with chloride. 

Stevia, a plant native to 
Paraguay, is a natural sweetener, 
but has not been approved by the 
FDA for mass food production in 
the United States. It can only be 
sold as a supplement and found 
in natural food stores. Isn't it 
funny... a natural plant that has 
been used for centuries is harder 
to pass through the FDA than 
aspartame and Vioxx” 

If you buy sugar | generally 
recommend unrefined, raw 
sugar, which I have found easily 
at the local food market. It's 
more expensive, but less is need. 
ed to create the same affect 

2. Learn moderation. | used to 
drink coca-cola like it was going 
out of style. Not only is there not 
one ounce of nutritional value. 
but it adds empty calories. And 
on top of that, the phosphoric 
acid in soda, in large amounts, 
can cause depletion of bone den: 
sity by leeching the calcium out 
of the bones and excreting it 
How's that for fun’ | lost proba 
bly ten pounds on my quest for 
health just cutting out soda vears 
ago. 

3. Relax and enjoy your food 
For those who are dieting, a 
great way to change your eating 
habits is to slow down and actu 
ally enjoy food. 

How many times do we eat 
standing up, at our desks, before 
running out the door? What was 
that I just ate? And did I enjoy 
it? Food should not be eaten on 
the run. 

It takes twenty minutes for 
your stomach to register where 
it's at on the full scale so a lot of 
damage can be done in that time. 

If we shovel our food, as many 
of us tend to do. Not only do we 
not get to fully enjoy what we are 
tasting, but we also fill up too 
fast before we even know what’: 
happened. And by the time your 
stomach is yelling “Help this 
sinking ship, I'm full,” the dam 
age is done. 


4. Eat well. Be sure that your 
overall diet is filled with 
straight-from the earth - organic 
as much as possible - food that 
gives you your optimal daily 
ce.

Frank Kaszynski 


Avid sportsman, inventor 


WILMINGTON - Mr. Frank 
Kaszynski, ninety three years 
old who died on February 18' at 
the Lahey Clinic in Burlington, 
was a Wilmington town resident 
since 1938. His beloved wife 
Mary (Rawinski) died in 1995 
Frank was born in Southbridge, 
MA in 1912, he was the son of 
the late Lucien & Petronella 
(Pacek) Kaszynski. 

He learned the machinist 
trade while working for 
American Optical Co. As a 
young man he entertained fam- 
ily and friends playing a banjo 
and clarinet, later starting a 
local dance band. Throughout 
his working career he took 
many college level evening 
courses and developed into a 
production manager and inven- 
tor for a firm that produced 
shoe making machines, During 
WWII he worked at the Boston 
Navy Yard machining repair 
parts for naval ships, including 
turning the 24 inch diameter 
Monel metal drive shaft for the 
Queen Mary which had been 
converted for troop transport. 

An avid sportsman, he fly 
fished in the spring and sum- 
mer, camped with the family 
usually at Sebago Lake in the 
summer and hunted deer and 
bear in the fall. Ever inventive, 
he designed and developed 
plans for the first and only Do- 
It-Yourself home built Pop-Up- 
Camper. (This design became a 
necessity with addition of twin 
children in 1947 making it diffi- 
cult to fit seven people in an 
umbrella tent). The camper 
plans and parts were sold in a 
mail order operation from the 
home. 

He was an avid fly fisherman 
traveling throughout the 
Commonwealth for pristine 
brook trout streams and later 
fishing the famous Maine 
brooks and streams. He hunted 
deer with a passion and was 
successful usually in remote 
regions of Maine. He shot his 
last deer at 90 years of age. 
When hunting he realized the 
necessity to check your com- 
pass frequently and developed 
the FRA-MAR Grip compass 
which was embedded in the pis- 
tol grip of a rifle stock and only 
required twisting the rifle to 
make a compass reading. For 
all these activities he involved 
his children and any other kid 
wanting to try something new. 


His five children all graduated 
from Wilmington High School. 
His strong belief in academic

excellence is shown through his 
grandchildren's education, 
where each has achieved an 
advanced or professional colle- 
giate degree. To that end, he 
established the Frank and 
Mary Kaszynski Scholarship 
for Wilmington High School 
graduates.

Dorothy, Joyce, Sandy, and 
Lucy, choose different paths as 
they adjust to the realities of 
life in and outside Bakerton. 
Several of the siblings find free- 
dom in military service and 
work, but the ties to home and 
family urge their return. The 
story describes the range of 
emotional experiences from the 
loss of their parents to the love 
in various relationships. The 
fate of each Novak child is 
intertwined with their roots in 
Bakerton, which they watch 
change from a thriving town 
into a faded landscape. The 
characters struggle to avoid 
suffering the same fate as that 
of their hometown. 

Baker Towers is a touching 
story that is surprising in its 
depths of compassion and 
description of human nature. 
The Novak family is faced with 
many challenges that lead 
them to meet, exceed, and 
sometimes, fail our expecta- 
tions. The women are faced to 
provide for themselves when 
the men are taken by death and 
war. The daughters are torn by 
obligations to marry and raise 
children, to raise money to sup- 
port the family, and to become 
modern women. Alternatively, 
the sons, who are expected to 
work in the mines as genera- 
tions of Bakerton men before 
them have done, are eager to 
run away into the arms of war, 
wealth, or a life with no obliga- 
tions. 

Haigh, the granddaughter of a 
coal miner, drew from her own 
family history to research this 
novel.

If both teams win their season 
finale, the ‘Cats will most likely 
be third. And if the ‘Cats lose 
Winthrop, they wouldn't be any 
lower than a fourth seed. 

“It's probably the most bal- 
anced field in quite a while,” 
said McCune. “Not one team 
really sticks out. Sixteen teams 
have qualified and I think 14 of 
them can beat us, and we can 
beat them. And I'm not just 
saying that 

“Either myself, or someone 
on the staff has watched all of 
the teams and we feel that we 
can beat any of them, and just 
about any of those teams can 
step up and beat us.” 

McCune added that Bedford, 
Lynn Tech, Minuteman Tech 
(bumped up from Division 4) 
and Greater Lawrence are four 
of the stronger teams in the 
bracket. 

He believes that Wilmington 
will play either Tuesday or 
Wednesday night at home, with 
the girls team playing the other 
night, also hosting a playoff 
game. 

“If we win that first game, 
we'll be home again for the sec- 
ond round,” said McCune. “And 
we need the home court sup- 
port. It’s something for the kids 
to really play for. Our home 
crowds have been fantastic all 
season long. 

“We're hoping we can bring a 
big crowd to help with the 
excitement and I think that will 
help the kids tremendously. It 
really did in the home wins 
against Masconomet and 


Tewksbury.” 

On Friday night, Wilmington 
defeated Georgetown on the 
road, 52-34. McCune was not 
pleased with the way the team 
played, and just hopes the kids 
can rebound against Winthrop 
and head into the tournament 
in the right direction. 

“We did enough to win,” said 
McCune. “A lot of bizarre 
things happened in that game 
and even the score is an odd 
one, But we won and we'll take 
it. Now we have 17 wins and 
I've never had a team go 18-2 in 
a season. We have an opportu- 
nity to reach the most wins 
ever in a season. I've had one 
team get 20 wins. 

“And I think this team has a 
lot of left to accomplish.” 

Already with the 17 wins and 
grabbing the fifth straight 
league title, McCune said the 


train doesn’t stop there. 

“From our standpoint, win- 
ning the league title is on our 
radar every year,” said 
McCune. “So when we do it, it’s 
really not a surprise because 
we plan on that and we look 
forward challenging for it 
every year. 

“I think this season can be 
summed up as a very solid year 
for us. I’m not surprised how 
well we have done. I think some 
people are, but we believe this 
team has a lot left to achieve.”

fine play down the stretch of 
the season.

“T don't even have to be 
aware of it.
